; BANGKOK, Siam, Feb. 6.—After returning 
ffom the temple of the colossal Buddha we’ 
had short time to see two groups of temples 
tely uncovered by the king’s command. 
e landed at the broken steps of an old tem- 
, and struck away into the jungle by a 
Ootpath thatseemed to go nowhere. Finally 
fe came to a tall wall, entered by a break, 


- ‘and found ourselves in another great parallel- 


/ogram of successive pagoda terraces, with a 
‘splendid great prapang or ribbed tower soar- 
fing high in the sky aboWe the great area of 
ruin. ,

The members will 
be his friends, and he himself will be one of 
the delegatés at large from Indiana. In 
this way he will accentuate what he has said 
from the start, that he is not a candidate for 
the vice presidency and he does not propose 
Ao become such. If there should be a general 
demand from other sections of the country 
that would be a matter to be met when it 
arises, but Indiana will not provoke the sit- 
uation by presenting ‘Senator, Fairbanks’ 
name to the Chicago convention. 

There perhaps is more behind this decision 
of the Indiana leaders than would appear at 
first sight. They by no means have aban- 
doned the idea that Senator Fairbanks is not 
only of presidential size but that he is, as 
well, destined to become a presidential can- 
didate. The Hoosier delegation to Chicago, 
therefore, will not actively present Senator 
Fairbanks for second place on the ticket, 


nomination made with any considerable 

backing from other states.

,All advices received by the Indiana delega- 
tion indicate that Fairbanks certainly will 
be. made the nominee for second place at the 
Chicago convention. Mention of all other 
names practically is stopped, and Indiana 
people will expect to firid Fairbanks prac- 
tically nominated before they reach Chicago., 
Whether this will be trué or not, they will not 
present his name and will adhere to théir 
principle that if the country wants,him for 
vice president it will have to hunt Yor him. 
If he goes on the ticket as second man, it will 
be with the understanding that he merely is 
in training for the presidential nomination in 
1908, and the country will be appealed to on 
this basis, and attention will be called to the, 
fact that the presidential succession, so far, 
as republicans are conéerned, has been put 
beyond thé chance of ordinary action, and 
that with two men of recognized presidential 
caliber no ordinary occurrence would put the 
country in danger of being governed by a 

little man. 

In fact, it is likely this view of the situa- 
tion has been the determining one in bringing 
about the consent of Senator Fairbanks to 
accept the vice presidential nomination. He 
never formally has agreed to accept it, but all 
his friends expect it for him and do it on the 
basis I have mentioned. 

Postmaster General Payne probably will 
be able to go away from Washington about 
Wednesday next. He is slowly recovering 
and his physicians say with care he may be 
able to resume his duties at the postoffice de- 
partment, but probably not until much later 
in the year. He will go to Old Point Comfort 
because the weather there will be so mucn 
milder than at Atlantic City. Postmaster 
General Payne always improves physically 
when he is in or on salt water, and it is quite 
likely from Old xoint Comfort he may take 
a trip on some government ship for the ex- 
press benefit of his health.

NEW THEORIES OF PLANET MARS 


Canals Sixty Miles Wide Declared to Be 
Used for Irrigation and Flooded 
Alternately. 


[BY CABLB TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, April 3.—Percival Lowell, long 
a student of the planet Mars, has lately made 
some curious observations, throwing new 
light on its inhabitants. In studying the 


canals, which have been known to astron* 
omers for thirty years as intersecting the 
‘| Martian continent in all directions, he has 


discovered an interesting feature bearing on 
thelr use. 

There are two danals, called by astronomers ( 
Thoth and Amerithes, which come alternate- 
ly into the telescope’s field of view. Prof. 
Lowell maintains that it is evident that they . 
are dependent on a single water supply, which 
is admitted to each in turn. 

This, he asserts, is further proof that the 
canals are not accidental markings on the 
planet’s surface, but artificial channels for. 
irrigation, regulated by the Martians, just 
as the systems fed by the Nile and the 
Ganges are regulated in Egypt and India. 

The objection to Prof. Lowell's theory is 


the huge size of the canals. Many of them | 


are calculated to be at least sixty miles wide, 
making it difficult to imagine any kind of 
sentient creature able to deal with such 


gigantie works. 


On the other hand, the so-called canals are 
perhaps not ‘actual water channels them- 
selves, but broad -racts of cultivated land 
are only distinguishable from the 
surrounding desert when the crops ripen. 

Prof. Lowell concludes that the alternation 
in the visibility of Thoth and Amenthes 
proves that the Martians are obliged to econ- 
omize a scanty supply of water for irrigating 
cultivable land in vast sections to combat 
perennial water famines. 


SEEK RIGHT TO SUE IN RUSSIA. 


United States Corporations Through 
Ambassador McOormick Ask Legal 
Powers of the Czar. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 3.—Ambassador 
McCormick is negotiating with the foreign 
office for a treaty with Russia which will give 
to United States corporations the right to sue 
in Russian courts and to Russian corpora- 
tions the right to que in courts of the United 
States. 

Under the Russian law United States corpo- 
rations ¢an be sued, but cannot sue in the 
courts of theempire. This hascaused United 
States firms great annoyance, as well as 
losses, in the past. 3 

In addition, the ambassador hopes to secure 
in the treaty a broad clausé which auto- 
matically will give to United States corpora- 
tions all privileges of whatever character 
now efijoyed by the corporations of any for- 
elgn country. 

Although there are difficulties in the way of 
the accomplishment of the desired result, 
the ambassador's advance has been mét in 
the friendliest spirit, and-the indications are 
that his negotiations will terminate success- 
fully. 

The only countries now enjoying the privi- 
leges which Ambassador McCormick is striv- 
ing to obtain for the United States are Ger- 
many, Greece, Bulgaria, and Italy. 3

SEES NO CAUSE OF FEAR. 


View That King Edward Is Ex- 
erting Himself. fo Cement’ 
Friendship of Nations, 


PETERSBURG, April 3.—The news- 
papers continue to discuss the British ex- 
pedition to Tibet and the speech of the 
viceroy -of India, Lord Curzon of Kedleston, 
March 30, at Calcutta. when he reviewed 
the last five years of Indian administration, 
and referred to the government's watchful 
policy.

: King Exerts Influence. 

“The. fact is that the British foreign 
policy is now in higher hands that Lord Cur- 
zon's and we all know that a sincere, peace- 
ful,.and loyal influence is being exerted by: 
King Edward. There is no longer doubt of 
British neutrality, and there is no reason 
for apprehension regarding the promise of a 
friencly agreement with Russia concerning 
Tibet. Weare only curious to see how Great 
Britain will explain armed aggression in a 
Chinese province.” 

The Russ says that Great Britain took a 
leaf out of Japan’s book on the way to open 
hostilities by attacking the Tibetans with- 
out a laration of war. 

- ‘Power of Two Americans. 

The Novoe Vremya says: 

Two American millionaires have 
the destinies of India. Since Lord Curzon 
became Lord Kitchener’s brother-in-law 
[sic] their personalities seem to have been 
merged. Curzon spoke with the words of 
Kitchener on the glacis theory, and Kitchen- 
er adopted the policy of Curzon in sending 
an alleged diplomatic mission into Tibet.

“St. Louis, Mo., April 3.—The world’s fair 
has announced the following changes in the 
rules governing the airship contest: 

The minimum speed required in the race 
for the grand prize of $100,000 is 18% miles 
an hour instead of 20 miles. 

Formal entries will be received until June 
1 instead of closing May 1. 

The prize for the highest altitude attained 
is withdrawn because of the great danger in 
such contests. 

There will be only eight races for spherical. 
balloons, instead of\ ten, and they will begin 
the first Monday in’ June. There will be no 
races in May.

The operation was performed in University 
hospital by Dr. Charles Frazier. Leonard 
sought a nose several months ago. A finger 
tip was cut off, the man strapped toa cot, 
the flaps of the skin on each side of the 
nasal aperture cut in flaps, and‘ the flaps 
sewed to the sides of his finger. 

When the skin had knit the finger was 
amputated at the second joint. Thearm was 
paralyzed, but after several hours massage 
responded to the will of the patient. Sur- 
geons believe the arm soon will be well and 
that the nose will be much like that of the 
average man. The only unfavorable symp- 
tom thus far is the coldness of the new 
organ. The surgeons are seeking some way 
to heat it.

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POPE SENDS HIS GREETING 


BY ARCHBISHOP FARLEY. 


Thousands of Worshipers Attena High 
Mass in st. Patrick’s Roman Catho- 
lie Cathedral in New York—Message 
Is Filled with Words of Love for 

Americans and Thanks for Loyal 

| Support—Musical Programs to Be 
Changed According to New Orders, 

New York, April 3.—[Special.]—To the 
thousands of worshipers who attended the 
pontifical high mass in St. Patrick’s ca- 
thedral, Archbishop Farley not only brought 
a message direct from Pope Pius X. but 
also gave a picture of the new pontiff such 
as is rarely. obtained within the walls of 
a Roman Catholic edifice. 

Men and boys who had procured cards of 
admission to the church were offering them 
for sale on Fifth ayenue. Long before the 
chimes rang out ticket speculators ap- 
peared in the crowd offering to purchase or 
sell tickets. Some changed hands at as 
much as $6 each. 

Following the sermon, preached by Father 
John Burke of the Paulists, Archbishop 
Farley entered the pulpit. The archbishop 
blessed the gathering and then spoke to the 
me. 


Pontiff Praised by Farley. 

** Words fail me,”’ said the archbishop, “‘ to 
feelings at the warm reception 
accorded me by the chief executive of the 
holy church. We met not as strangers, aad 
my first impressions from two years ago 
were more than confirmed by the presence of 
the pontiff. That same gentle affability that 
puts even a child at ease, so characteristic 
of the patriarch of Venice, is emphasized in 
the ruler of the universal church. 

** As I told him of this diocese he displayed 
wonderful enthusiasm. When I related that 
there were 50,000 children in the Roman 
Catholic schools of New York and 75,000 
young people under the watchful care of the 
institutions of charity, mercy, and correc- 
tion, it brought out his whole soul. It was 
the mention of the education of the clergy 
in this diocese that touched the keynote of 
nature. This is the aim of his life and will 
gtrongly mark his administration. This is. 
the meaning of his motto: ‘Restore all 
things in Christ.’ 

“O. my beloved, if you knew of the diffi- 
culties that encompass him now. You read 
of some of them in the newspapers, but 


those who have been his greatest beneficl- 
aries, Dangers lurk about him. Conspiring 
against him now are enemies who never have 
assailed the church before. Let us unite in 
our prayers for his protection, kis welfare, 
his happiness, and long and successful reign 
on the throne of Peter.” 


Message Filled with Thankfuiness. - 
The message which the Archbishop read 
was in the form of an autograph letter which 
he had received from the pope during his 
stay at the American college at Rome some 
weeks ago. It breathed the thankfulness 
of the pontiff for the manifestations of loy- 
alty of the Roman Catholics of the archdio- 
cese, especially in regard to the higher edu- 
rH of the clergy. In his letter the pope 
said: 

Although but a short time has elapsed since 
you assumed the gdvernment of the illus- 
trious see of New York as _ archbishop, 
you already have given striking proofs of 
your pastoral zeal. We cannot sufficiently 
praise the fatherly care you have bestowed upon 
the Italian people who have landed on your shores. 
It has been a special object of your solicitude to 
ward off from them the many dangers that 
threaten their faith and which seek to seduce them 
from the practice of the religion of their fore- 
fathers. 

We are especially pleased to learn that you have 
with wise forethought founded a seminary for the 
education and proper training of aspirants to the 
holy priesthood from among the youth of that race. 
On this we heart!'y congratulate you, and we trust 
the institution will prove a lasting monument of 
your munificence. 

Nor can we omit here to give expression to the 

deep sense of gratitude for the generous manner in 
which you have come to the aid of the holy see 
amid the many difficulties under which it labors. 
May God in his goodness reward your pastoral 
care and devotion as they so well degerve, and may 
he prosper by the outpouring of his divine assitst- 
ance to all your undertakings, and may he ren 
the members of your flock day by day more docile 
and affectionate toward the shepherd of their 
souls. \ 
In the meantime, as a pledge of divine gifts 
and as a proof of our especial good will, we 
affectionately impart to you in the Lord, venerable 
brother, and to your clergy and people the apostolic 
benediction.

LITTLE BALLO?’ PLANEIT 


JUDGE DUNNE OPPOSES CHOICE OF 
SCHOOL BOARD BY PEOPLE. 


Declares at Municipal Ownership Mass- 
meeting That He Objects to Injec- 
tion of More Politics Into Education 
Department — Favors Three Trac- 
tion ‘Propositions—Other Speakers 
Strongly Indorse Them, Holding Chi- 
cago Can Purchase Street Car Lines. 


Chicago's future well being was declared 
‘yesterday at the municipal ownership mass- 
meeting at Tattersall’s to be contingent on 
a favorable vote on the Mueller law at to- 
morrow’s election. The proposition to elect 
members of the board of education by popular 
vote, which also has a place on the “* little 
ballot,’’ was not so heartily indorsed. Judge 
Dunne, who presided, opposed it, and other 
speakers neglected it. 

The meeting, in charge of the Municipal 
Ownership league, the Federation of Labor, 
and other organizations, was attended by 500 
persons. Part of the labor delegation marched 
from La Salle and Washington streets. 


Favors Three Propositions. 

“While I oppose the election of the board 
of education by the people,’’. said Judge 
Dunne, ‘‘I approve the other three proposi- 
tions, on the ‘little ballot.’ I believe the 
school trustees should not be made an issue 
in artisan campaigns. This part of our 
government should be kept out of politics 
as far as possible. 7 

“The city should, however, acquire the 
street car lines and should, when able, oper- 
ate them, There should be no confiscation. 
The matter could be taken into the courts on 
condemnation proceedings, and the value 
ascertained. The companies should then be 
paid for every dollar's worth of thejr hold- 
ings. 


‘*Some say the municipality is not ready 


now to undertake the move. The city is 


just as able to do so now as it will be twenty 


years hence. We should Vote for the three | 


propositions on the ‘little ballot.’” . 
A. B. Adair said a vote in the affirmative 
on the ballots would give the city-more than 
a club to hold over the companies. 
‘Within forty-eight hours after the votes 
are counted,” he said, “‘ and the acceptance 
of the Mueller law’s provisions is made 
known the street car magnates will be on 
their knees before the city council. The 
compensation wanted is lower fa&es and bet- 
ter service that public ownership will give.’’

Washington to a member of the court be- | 


‘fore it exculpated both Capt. Cowles, broth- 
er-in-law of -President Roosevelt, who was 
commanding the Missouri, and Capt. Brad- 
ford, commanding the Illinois, cannot be 
substantiated, the agitation of the sub- 
ject continues. 

Meanwhile bit by bit new facts are coming 
to Ught. They apparently add fuel to the 
flames. There is some criticism based on 
the statement that Capts. Davis and Eaton, 


two of the three members of the court, both 


appeared before it as witnesses. They com- 
manded respectively the battleships Ala- 
bama and Massachusetts, and both wit- 
nefsed the accident; their ships being next 
in the order named to the Missouri when 
the collision occurred. It would have been 
Impossible, however, for Rear Admiral 
Barker to have convened a court composed 
of officers aenior to Capts. Cowles and Brad- 
ford, but who did not witness the accident. 
The court must be made up of officers senior 
to,those involved. 


Precedent Is Cited. 

The dppearance of such officers as wit- 
nésses,. however, is said to be not without 
preeedent. It is cited’ that Rear Admiral 
Evans recently preferred charges against 
Assistant. Paymaster Nicholson, on the Asi- 
atic station, convened a court martial, and 
a ared as a witness before it, afterwards 
reviewed the findings, and made them the 
occasion for a castigation of the court be- 
cause of its leniency. It also is stated that 
I4eut. F. H. Clark, judge advocate in this 
court, also appeared as a witness. Rear 
Admiral Wise was chosen as. president of 
the Illinois-Missouri court, because he was 
not on the scene, his command being the 
north Atlantic training squadron, which 
wae back at Guantanamo at the time. 

Wo note of dissatisfaction has been heard 
from either Capt. Cowles or Capt. Bradford, 
the former at Pensacola and the latter here 
sick in bed with a heavy cold. Capt. Cowley 
commanded the United States dispatch boat 
Despatch, which was wrecked at Assiteague, 
Va., in October, 1891. A court of inquiry on 
that disaster recommended no further pro- 

ings. 

Details of Evolutions. 

The findings review the details of the evo-

~ effect on the events which followed, as shown 
in the é@vidence. The signal ‘ Ships left half 
turn’. was hauled down and the evolution 
Was executed by all the ships, the Missouri 
being still out of position. 


“Missouri Reduces Speed. 


“The Missouri had been steaming at full 
speed to regain its position, but had re- 
~ to standard speed (ten knots), when it 
“too 
Which the helm was put to starboard first 


twenty degrees, then twenty-seven and one- 


half degrees, and finally hard over. Find- 
ing that the ship did not mind its helm and 
that its head was still paying off to star- 
board, Capt. Cowles concluded that the 
steering engine had broken down, and with- 
out waiting for a report reversed the en- 
gines, repeating the signal as an emergency 
signal for full speed astern, and ordered the 
Dreakdown flag (dispatch) to be broken out 
at the main, and the officer of the deck 
Ordered the speed cones to be reversed. In 
the meantime the ship’s head had gone off 
about three points to starboard. It was 
making headway to cross the Illinois’ bow 
and closing rapidly with it. 

“The court finds this was due to the jam- 
ming of the Missouri’s helm, caused by the 
uncoupling of the steering engine, the lock- 
Ing pin in the clutch springing out and the 
clutch releasing itself from the screw shaft. 


Flag Not Visible. 


“On board the Illinois the movements of 
the Missouri had been watched with con- 
cern since it had taken the first sheer ten 
minutes previously, The Missouri now ap- 
parently had repeated it. But this time it 

“blew no whistle, while apparently steering 
a course to cross the Illinois’ bow with a 
rapid headway and closing rapidly. Its 
speed cones still showed standard speed 
ahead. The dispatch flag was not visible 
and there was nothing to indicate to those 
on board the Illinois that the ship was not 
under. control. 

“When the Missouri had made its first 
sheer Capt. Bradford had avoided collision 
by running off before it with full speed and 
port helm. In the-present emergency he 
judged from the rapidity with which the 
Missour!l forged ahead and closed that the 
distance already was too sfall, that he was 
within its turning circle, and that a repeti- 
tion of the previous evolution was to invite 
Gisaster. Had there been no warning by 

_ ‘whistle or otherwise of the movements of the 
Missouri and without a signal from the Mis- 
souri as to the actual conditions on board he 

could not be aware that the Missouri was 
backing and not under control. He, there- 


_ fore, reversed his ship's engines for full 


speed astern in order to allow the Missouri to 
cross his. 


Deaden Illinois’ Headway. 
“ The Illinois’ engines backed long enough 
mo Geaden the ship’s headway from ten to 
peight and one-half knots. Finding that the 
Missouri, instead of changing its bearing 
ahead, as he had anticipated, was drawing 
patt, Capt. Bradford went ahead full speed 
‘with port helm. The Missouri was now 
head on and close aboard. As the Illinois 


‘under headway brought its turning center. 


Clear of the Missouri's the ram heim was 
put starboard to swing the stern clear if 
possible.

“The two'ships then drifted apart and 
stopped. The dispatch flag was at this time 
displayed on board the Missouri, an 
Simultaneously, or a little previously, on 
board the Illinois.

THE SLEEPING SICKNESS. 

‘The house ‘fly disseminates typhoid fever 
germs. The bite of the mosquito may re- 
sult in an attack of rellow fever or malaria] 
fever. ‘Phe latest medical discovery is that 
the sleeping sickness is occasioned by the 
Bite Of ofie of the varietics of the tsctse fly. 
The namie given to that disease describes it 
Frenasonably well., The first-symptom of an 
attack is a disinclination to work. The pa- 
tient takes an nuvsual amount of rest. He 
Hecomes drowsy and dull. He spends more 
Ond more time in his bed and becomes 
more lethargic, and finally parses into a 
state of coma from which he never recovers. 

Althouzh the disease has been known for 

a long time, not until recently was an at- 
tempt made to find its cause. That was 
because it had a limited range. It was con- 
fined to a narrow strip of territory on the 
west coast of Africa, between the mouth 
of the Setiegal and Loundo, in Portuguese 
West Afries. A few years ago it was noticed 
that the sleeping sickness was advancing 
Mong the Congo.

may the Columbian museum notcome to the 
lake front but in some stress of hard times, 
when the purses of enterprising friends of 
the Art institute are closely drawn, the 
doors of this institute may have to be closed, 
New York has a fund of $165,000 a year 
for the maintenance of the Metropolitan 
mitseum, which the city had to build. Chi- 
cago is asking the South town, Hyde Park, 
and Lake for only half a mill tax toward 
the support of these two institutions, which 
have been given to the city. 

Some one may question why they alone 
should be asked in this manner to vote to 
tax themselves for the benefit of all Chi- 
cago. It is only a technical tax in this 
sense. It must be rerhembered that at least 
95 per cent of the wealthy downtown dis- 
trict lies within the taxing limits: of the 
south park district. To the extent of the 
Field Columbian museum and of the Art 
institute interests, both the north andthe 
west side, through this downtown wealth, 
would be direct contributors in the half 
mill levy. Putting the museum within easy 
reach of all three sections of the city natur- 
ally would swell the volume of its paid ad- 
missions, while in a building constructed for 
it the cost of administration would be great- 
ly lessened. 

The south park district cannot afford to 
pass this opportunity of making secure one 
| building that has cost nearly $1,000,000 for 
| the good of the public, nor to leave uncer- 

tain the building of two more of great value, 
Vote for the. two south park propositions 
on Tuesday. They cannot fail to be a good 
investment for the park district, to say 
nothing of all Chicago. 


LET DOWN THE BARS. 

The city charter provides that no person 
shall be elected or appointed to any office, 
except that of city engineer, who is not a 
qualified elector.’ That is why Judge 
Hanecy holds that Mr. Ball of New York, 
who passed the best examination for chief 
sanitary inspector, cannot be given the 
office. He does not believe that the law has 
been modified by the introduction of the 
merit system. It is contended on behalf of 
the civil service commission that the charter 
provision does not apply where special 
scientific skill or knowledge is required of 
the officeholder. That is a statement of 
what ought to be rather than of what is. 
The lawmakers excepted the city engineer 
because they thought the municipal authori- 
ties might not be able to find the best man 
at home, but they made no other exceptions. 
An appeal may be taken to the Supreme 
court, but it is not likely to overrule Judge 
Hanecy. | 

The‘next-general assembly should change 
the law and should put it in the power of the 
municipality to utilize the expert knowledge 
and trained capacity of the whole country. 
The board of education is not limited to 
qualified electors of Chicago when it has to 
select a superintendent of schools, If it ean 
find a better man without than within the 
city it disregards local prejudice and ap- 
points him. 

There is no need of a restriction so far as 
elective offices are concerned. The’ voters 
will take- care of that. An alderman is re- 
quired to be a resident of the ward which 
he represents, but if there were no such re- 
quirement it would not bean easy matter 
for a man to get intothe council from a ward 
in which he did not live. There are, how-. 
ever, many offices besides that of city engi- 
neer which should be open to the best man, 
even though hé lives in New York, New 
Orleans. or San Francisco. A great city, 
which needs the highest order of ability, 
should not be, denied the opportunity to 
employ it. 3 


ART STUDY SCHOLARSHIPS, 

The Society of Beaux Arts has estab- 
lighed ‘a scholarship which. is destined to 
have a great influence on the growth of the 
artistic spirit in America. This scholar- 
ship; entitles the holder to an income of 
$2,000 covering a period of two years. It is 
“expected that this period will be spent in 
travel through the art centers of Europe. 
Competition for the scholarship is open to 
all American draftsmen under 28 years of 
age. The two, preliminary examinations 
will be held next month in eight American 
cities, including Chicago. -The final exam- 
ination will be held in New York. It is de- 
sirable that as much publicity as possible 
be given to this announcement, in order that 
the campetition may be keen and that the 
opportunity for foreign travel may go to 
the young man who will be most likely to 
benefit by it. If only a small number of 
young men enter the contest the result will be 
of comparatively small value to the cause of 
American art. It ought to be possible 
through a wide choice of candidates to find 
an artist of such exceptional ability that his 
studies abroad will fit him for a life of splen- 
did usefulness at home. .

Their 
percentage of regular church attendance is 
73.01, and of occasional attendance 4.71. 
The Presbyterians make the next best show- 
ing with a percentage of 47.32 for regular 
and 23.59 for occasionalattendance. _ 

Another phase of the conditions in the 
churches has been brought out. It relates 
to the proportion of males to females in the 
religious denominations. Here, too, the 
Roman Catholic church is in marked con- 
trast with others. Its attendance shows 
49,767 males to 58,613 females. In almost 
every other denomination, save in the Jew- 
ish church, the women outnumber the men in 
the proportion of almost 2 to 1. Those who 
said they have no preference for any de- 
nomination number 38,805 women to 5,167 
men.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

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RINCE HENRY of Reuss, who has 
just arrived in this country’ with his 
wife, bis daughters, and ‘Princess | 
Olga* of Saxe-Altenburg, is distin- 
guished from the numerous other 
princes of his house, who all bear the. Chris- 
tian mame of Henry, by the numeral 
“XXIV...” and is the head of the Kostritz 
or non-reignhing branch of the family. There 
is so much confusion in connection with 
the male members of the house of Reuss, 
owing to their all bearing the name of 
“Henry,” that it may .be as well to give 
anew here the explanation concerning the 
use of the Roman numerais that are em- 
ployed to differentiate them. ; 

‘ There are two independent states in Ger- 
many, ohne known as Reuss-Greiz and the 
other as Reuss-Gera. The elder branch— 
namely: that of Reuss-Greiz—will become 
-extinct with the death of its only present 
male representative, Prince Henry XXIV., 
who is a lunatic and unmarried, while the 
head of the Reuss-Gera line is Prince Hen- 
ry XIV. 

Fhe custom of numbering them dates from 
the fifteenth century, and in the year 1701 
each branch—namely: the Reuss-Greiz and 
the Reuss-Gera—started out with a fresh 
series of numbers, In the Reuss-Greliz line 
this has gone on unbroken to the present 
demented prince above mentioned. But in 
the Reuss-Gera line the princes have been 
60 humerous that it was found necessary 
to devise a special rule, according to the 
terms of which a fresh series of numbers 
begins with every century. Thus the 
eighteenth century possessed no less than 
seventy-four Henrys of the Reuss-Gera line 
and the nineteenth century forty-seven. As 
all the male children of the line and its 
various ramifications, including the Reuss- 
Kostritz branch, fall under this rule, these 
high figures are easily explained. No prince 
has been born to the house of Reuss since 
the commencement of the present century, ) 
but when he makes his appearance he will 
be known as Henry I. The name of Henry 
thus borne by all the male members of the. 

euss family is in memory of Emperor 
Henry VI. of Germany, to whom the house. 
owes its sovereignty, conferred upon it 
Bome seven centuries ago. 

With regard to Princess Olga of Saxe-Alt- 
enburg, who is traveling with the prinice and 
princess of Reuss, she is a granddaughter of 
Germany’s famous cavalry general, Fred-

Two 
acts are devoted to the bringing of the youth 
to knighthood and to the realization of what 
his mission is to be, a third shows his meeting 
with Klingsor ana his recovery of the sacred 
weapon, and the fourth is his assumption of 
the crown of the knights. The dialogue is a 
mixture of modern language and ideas with 
those of the day in which the action is sup- 
posed to take place, but there are a number of 
speeches which have a certain simplicity and 
beauty of sentiment that make them pleas-. 
ing, and there are several situations which 
are theatrically effective. , 
The production is a rretentious one for 
so modest a theater, and yesterday things 
went frequently in every way save the de- 
sirable one.

In our large 
apartments the accidents from plumbing are 
nume and the law provides for leakage 
of pipes and damage from overflow of water. 
Nearly all printed leases exonerate the lessor 
from any damage .which one tenant may 
suffer by reason of the negligence of another 
tenant or from neglect in speedily repairing 
such breaks.. But this isa matter'of special 
agreement and not of law, and the owner of 
the property would be liable for any such 
damage unless you by signing such a lease 
as described free him from such obligation. 
Sometimes questions of ingress and egress 


come up, and this isa matter of such obvious | 


mght that the law maintains that the ten- 
ant has the right of go and coming in and 
mr whether it is mentioned in the lease or 
not. 

One of the most troublesome questions is 
that of repairs, and much trouble is caused 
by the misunderstanding of tenants on the 
subject. The law is that thé lessor ts under 
no obligations to make them unless it is 
stipulated in the lease. Here again we have 
an instance of the great importance of clear 
distinct written agreements. Women aro 
largely of the opinion that law does. not 
concern them, but a little uriderstanding 
would save them much trouble.. Many a hard 
earned dollar otherwise paid out in the most 
willing innocence would be saved if a little 
time were spent in looking into the funda- 
mental rules relatifig to leases. E

STATE OF SURPLUS WEALTH PRE- 
CLUDES VALUES OF 1902. 


Cost of Labor, Manufacturing, Trans- 
portation, and Living Has Expand- 
ed—Some Betterment in Wholesale 
Conditions Resulted from Less Se- 

were Weather—Improvement Mainly 
‘Shown in Building Material—Rail- 
road Repair Supplies in Demand. 


‘By those who believe in higher prices in the 
stock market it is not infrequently pointed 


out that present quotations are much below. 


those of the fall of 1902. though general busi- 
ness in 1903 was as good as the previous year. 
St. Paul, in 1902, sold at 198%. It is now 145. 


This stock is taken as an illustration of the 


general list. Why stocks should not be at- 
tractive at.current prices, and why there 
should not be an upward movement, are the 
wnanswerea queries of believers in higher 
prices. 

- But it is reasonable to regard the top prices 
of 1902 as abnormal, and the quotations of 
today as more nearly at a level in harmony 
with general conditions.”The 1602 prices came 
after five years. of steady progress in wealth, 
The quotations which showed dividend stocks 
on a 4 per cent basis were born of unchecked 
wealth and enthusiasm which necessarily 
follow from so continuous a period of great 
earnings and quick fortunes. The cxtreme- 
values were much in the nature of a declara- 
tioh of unearned dividends out of previous 
surplus on the theory that prosperous con- 
ditions would not change and that there was 
4 minimum risk in buying at any quotations. 
Much money had been made and speculation 
was largely out of profits. 

As business expanded, so did expenditures. 
‘Railroads, finding their capacity taxed, en- 
larged and increased their equipment. As 
their rolling stock grew in weight, bridges 
had to be rebuilt. Then with increasing in- 
come came increasing demands of labor and 
a raise of 26 per cent not only of railroad 
‘employés but of employés in all productive 
industries soon followed. Individuals whose 
methods of life entailed moderate expenses 
at the beginning of the rise in: securities, 
enlarged. their expenditures as ‘their pros- 
perity grew. Homes in Michigan avenue, 
Chicago, for instance, were disposed of for 

much more expensive surroundings in New 
York City. The manufacturer increased his 
plant capacity and the level of manufactur- 
Ing and living was brought to a more ex- 
pensive plane. 

So it happens that In 1904 every industry 

is expanded to the conditions of general 
business In 1998. . While the volume of busi- 
ness is almost as large as 1903, there is not 
the surplus after expenditures, as was the 
case following 1897. The outgo has been 
s0 adjusted to the income that there is not 
the idle wealth to put into the market that 
‘there was prior to 1003. Earnings are large, 
but so are expenses. 

It may be assumed, therefore, that the 
prices of 1902 @annot be accepted as a meas- 
ure of values under present conditions. Not 
until the productive wealth of the country 
has increased to a point much in excess of 
the present can it be expected there will be

As Viewed by London. 

~The London Financial Times analyzes the 
present market movement in New York 
stocks and approves the Northern Securities 
decision in the following language: 

. “If we disséct the causes of last week's up- 
ward movement we shall find that there is 
“pot much hope for the near future to be de- 
ived from it. There is nothing new in any 
event exercising a market influence directly 
opposite from that which the unsophisticated 
might expect from it, but inthis case there 
“wefe especial. rgasons for an exhibition of 
strength. 

“* Had the market leaders allowed the anti-: 
trust verdict to bring about a serious de- 
moralization there would have been a 
tremendous encouragement to start other 
vexatious actions. An appearance of strength 
was the only thing likely to prevent attacks 
upon the community of interests among the 
trunk lines and other . combinations, and 
therefore an appearance of strength had'to be 
“and was exhibited, and the consequent cov- 
ering by bears heightened the general effect; 
but there is no guide to the future in all this. 

* We believe that the decision in the Norti- 
ern Securitics case will ultimately benefit 
American trade and American railroads, 
even though in the meantime it must exer- 
cise a disturbing influence upon the markets. 
To judge from the comments of some of our 
contemporaries one would think that the 
Tiling is ‘an unwarrantable and unheard oft 
interference of the courts with the liberty 
of the subject, but it is nothing of the kinc. 

. We do not allow competing railroads in this 
country to amalgamate without applying 
tor the sanction of parliament and submuit- 
ting to such restrictTons as parliament ma: 
see fit to impose, and we hear no complaints 
that it is grandmotherly supervision which 
our legislature exercises. 

“It has already been seen that the estab- 
lishment of a community of interests among 
‘the railroads in the eastern states of America 
has resulted in an increase in the rates 
charged fcr transportation. We cannot now 
enter into the question as to whether the in- 
crease made was justifiable. The point is 
that power to raise rates was obtained by 
amalgamation, and that such power might 
at any time be abused to the damage of ihe 
trade and welfare of the republic. In such a 
case interference by the legislature may be 
not only proper but imperative. we

Generally speaking trade conditions showed 
improvement during the week, the advent 
of more springlike weather bringing about an 
increase in demand in a number of lines, 
notably in clothing, dress goods, paints, 
building material, and in sofme branches of 
the produce trade. There was a general 
loosening up of the movement of the various 
commodities, but in a general way the in- 
crease to be expected was curtailed by ex- 
cessive rains in the Ohio valley and parts of 
the west and southwest. High water and 
soft roads and flooded railroad tracks were 
common in these sections, with the usual ed- 
verse effects of delay to consignments to mar- 
ket cenfers and the outgo from the big dis- 
tributing points. In the clothing lines and 
the egg market the usual Easter demand was 
felt. Previous preparation for such an in- 
crease, however, prevented any market 
change in values. 


More Building Activity. 

The demand for paints and oils was show- 
ing the first cigns of a general spring awak- 
ening. Considerable strides were made to- 
ward a normal business activity, and firm- 
ness was the prevailing tone in the market. 
Buying of lumber was on a more liberal 
scale. A normal amount of building is soon 
expected to be ynder way, and supplies are 
none too large, owing partly to the impedi- 
ments in the way of the movement during the 
severe winter. 

“The fact that there is to be a considera- 
ble delimitation of northern pine production 
this vear is beginning to make an impression 
on the lumber market,”’ says the American 
Lumberman. ‘‘ The knowledge of it is 
spreading throughout the middle west and 
in the east, and evidently it has had a stim- 
ulating effect On the demand. Jt is develop- 
ing that not only has last year's cut of lum- 
ber been well. sold off, and that’there is ab- 
solutely no dry No. 4,and 5, and 6 boards re- 
maining in first hands, but that a large per- 
centage of this year’s product has been sold. ; 
One leading manufacturing concern at Du- 
luth has contracts to sell 60 per cent of this 
year’s output, the contracts having all teen 
signed. Another mill concern at Duluth has 
sold all its No: 4.and No. 5 lumber and allits 
common shorts of this season's cut, in all 
2,500,000 feet. These are only instances of 
the general movement. Probably 40 per 
eent of the No. 3 and better at the mills in } 
Duluth-Superion, has been contracted fur, 
which is an indication that the demand for. 
the grades above box lumber is improving. 
Throughout northern Wisconsin and largely 
in Minnesota there have iately been liberal 
sales of No. 8 and better, while-~the box 
grades are so scarce as to be almost out of 
the market, All reports from leading manu- 
facturers express great confidence in the | 
market and declare that prices‘ are Yirmer, 
with much more tendency to advance than 
a few weeks ago.” . 

Lull in Some Metal Lines. 

In pig tron there was a fairly satisfactory 
demand, in line with the improvement shown 
last week. Therc was, however, some con- 
test between buyers and southern sellers 
over prices, with the advantage with the 
sellers. The latter are holding out for $10.00, 
except for moderate concessions where iron 
is sold by analysis. Melters are offering to 
buy large lots at $9.50, but to no avail. Local 
irons were steady at $14.00 furnace, with 
demand of fair dimensions, and the bulk of 
the orders for shiptnent in the next three, 
months, although some business for immedi- 
ate delivery was reported and some deferred 
for longer than three months. 

Of the general situation in metals the [ron 
and Machinery World says: ° 

‘It is to be, apparently, a year of inter- 
mittent buying: Periods of activity will 
succeed periods of dullness for the various 
products, and the promise on the whole is for 


described by a stronger word. All through 
the month of March there has been goo 
buying of bars, both iron and steel, and this 
activity is now tapering off towards dullness. 
But the volume of sales for the month has 
far exceeded the output, and therefore a 
period of quiet is but natural. There was 
considerable buying prior to the advance in 
steel bars, but it has also since 
that time. . 

“The railroad companies are slowly get- 
ting inte the market, their'most notable 
buying for the last week or #wo being sup- 
plies for their various repair shops. From 
the character of the buying the stocks of 
material at these shops have become ex- 
hausted, and there is considerable urgency 
to the orders that are given. Repair work 
at the railroad shops will be extremely ac- 
tive for months to come, judging from ex-. 
ternai indications. Rolling stock is in worse 
condition than usual on account of the ex- 
actions that have been made upon transpor- 
tation through the last winter. There is 
continued buying of new cars at the rate of 
several thousand cars per week. Structural 
material is improving. but only in a small 
way. There is a revival of construction 
work throughout the west, and some classes 
of, building material are in eager demand. 
Usually it is not of sufficient magnitude to 
affect large shapes, and prices are without 
change.’”’ 

Outside of the labor situation, which was: 
unsettled by disagreements between miners 
and the. owners in Iowa and Illinois, in the 
latter of which amicable settlement was 
reached, little interest attaches to conditions 
in the coal market. Demand continues dull 
and there was an oversupply of coals at the 
western distributing centers. Prices of bitu- 
minous were weak and irregular and anthra- 
cite quiet and about steady. In April, how- 
ever, the closing of mines for repairs is gen- 
eral, and unless market conditions improve 
there will be no hurry in reopening them, 
thus relieving oversupplied conditions by cut- 
ting down the Production. In coffee a 
healthier tone was developing. The disturb- 


nated and the more steady tone resulting has 
brought about some improvement in the trade 
demand. Prices, however, showed little, 
change, but the short interest In the market 
may be an influence later. Trade in wool 
was quiet with the exception of the filling of 
a few good sized orders. The course of the 
cotton market was more decorous and as a 
result less nervousness in values for migra oe 
products was noticeable.
